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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Independent claim 14 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by German Patent Document DE 19836493 
(Obersteiner et al.). Applicant argues that sleeve (14) in Obersteiner et al. is not "fixedly secured" in a housing step, but rather, is movable 
in an axial direction and only abuts the housing step at times. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. The Examiner has interpreted the 
phrase "is guided" in the cited passage in column 4, lines 2-5 of Obersteiner et al. to disclose how the sleeve (14) is assembled within the 
valve, and does not indicate that the sleeve (14) moves during operational use of the valve. Prior discussion of how the spring (10) "is 
slipped upon" valve piston (7) in column 3, lines 66-67, further indicates phrasing pertaining to the assembly of the valve. Since there is 
no disclosure of any functionality regarding movement of the sleeve (14) during use of the valve or why the sleeve (14) would need to 
move, the Examiner believes that the sleeve (14) remains stationary and in abutment with the housing step during operation. Therefore, 
the Examiner believes that the sleeve (14) is "fixedly secured" in a housing step in a similar manner as Applicant. 
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
